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DETAILED ACTION 

Notice of Allowance 

In response to Applicant's amendments filed on 01/06/2010 claims 1-25 are 
allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims as currently amended are allowed because no references, or 
reasonable combination thereof could be found, which discloses, suggest or teach, the 
recited features of independent claims 1 , 10 & 21 . For example, the prior art fails to 
disclose or teach, an Electronic Fund Transfer system having a ticket reader and a first 
processor configured to operate with the ticket reader, the first processor configured to 
communicate with a ticket validation system via a ticket validation network. The 
electronic fund transfer kiosk, also, having a second, different, processor configured to 
operate with the ticket printer, the second different processor configured to 
communicate via an electronic fund transfer network with a remote fund repository 
without communicating through the ticket validation network, the second different 
processor not configured to cause any play of any wagering game, as required by the 
independent claims 1 , 1 0 & 21 

The combination of Crevelt et al. (5,902,983) and Nguyen et al. (6,585,598) 
teaches an Electronic Funds Transfer system for gaming machine wherein all the 
communication coming from the game machine is routed through the EFT processor 
and over a single communication route. However, combination of Crevelt et al. and 
Nguyen et al. fails to teach each and every recited feature of the independent claims 1 , 
10 & 21.
